rial rights. 

Rudiger Freiherr von Wechmar, 
Brandi's spokesman, said in Bonn Sat- 
urday that the government had not been 
aware of the impending serialization of 
I tie Gehlcn memoirs. He said, however, 
that high officials had known about the 
existence of “an alleged Gehlcn man- 
uscript" and were investigating whether 
there had been any violation of laws 
restraining former civil servants from 
re\ ealing stale secrets. 

Unpublished Materials 

A portion of the text of the memoirs, 
including the account of the Bormann 
case, was distributed by Hansen as evi- 
dence that Gehlcn x hook would contain 
important and hitherto unpublished 
materials. 

The memoirs say that the revelations 
about Bormann, Iho man Hitler had 
named us his successor, ’‘offer the key 
to one of the most enigmatic cases of 
our century.” 

The author says that he first heard 
suspicions voiced about Bormann in a 
private conversation in 1941 with Adtn. 
Wilhelm Canaris, head of the Nazi coun- 
terespionage service, who was executed 
for his role in the July plot of 1944 to 
assassinate Hitler. 

According to Ihc memoirs, although 
Bormann was believed to have ties to 
“Die Bote Kapelic,” the famous Soviet 
espionage cell in Nazi Germany, the 
Nazi leader was never placed under 
surveillance for fear that he would. use 
his influence with Hitler to destroy the 
intelligence service. 

Gehlcn is represented in his memoirs 
as saying: “My own investigation could 
begin only after HM(i, when J was able 
i ii e x a ill i n c the mysterious cir- 
cumstances of Bormann'.-, flight front 
Hitler's hunker in Berlin, and his dis- 
appearance.

Only after my 
retirement from active duly did I
